Court Watching: 


Sting operation in Meijer’s parking lot nabs one for drugs

34th District Court Judge Tina Brooks 
Green bound Gino Melvin Jones, 28, over 
to circuit court for trial after a preliminary 
exam on Aug. 1. He is charged with 
controlled substance — delivering or 
manufacturing narcotic or cocaine less 
than 50 grams on Feb. 3, 2016 in Van 
Buren Township. 

He is due at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice in Detroit on Aug. 15 for an 
arraignment on the information. Conviction 
on this charge could bring up to 20 years in 
prison and a $25,000 fine. 
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State of Michigan Prosecutor Mark 
Bernardi brought his first witness to the 
stand to testify. Detective Mack of Western 
Wayne Narcotics, set up by the Michigan 
State Police, testified that in February 2016 
he set up a meeting to purchase narcotics. 
He said he met with a willing person who set 
up a meeting to buy an amount of cocaine. 
He testified he heard the willing person on 
the phone setting up the transaction. 

Det. Mack said he drove the individual in 
an unmarked car to the Meijer parking lot 
on Belleville Road in Van Buren Township 
and they waited for the person to arrive. 
The vehicle arrived, he said, noting several 
police officers were involved. He identified 
Jones as being the seller. He said his team 
notified police to arrest the person in the 
vehicle and they left the scene. 

Under cross examination, Det. Mack 
said the drug seller had been identified as 


“Tony.” 

The second witness called was Van Buren 
Township Police Sgt. Matthew Raschke, 
who said he was a detective with Western 
Wayne Narcotics. 

He testified he was in an undercover 
vehicle and a marked vehicle was to make 
a traffic stop on that black Cadillac. The 
vehicle went northbound in the lot and was 
stopped. 

Det. Raschke said they approached the 
vehicle and took the driver into custody. 
The driver’s car window was the only 
window open in the car and a small baggy 
of what was later tested to be cocaine was 
on the ground outside the vehicle, although 
he said he didn’t see it thrown out of the 
car. He identified Jones as being the driver. 

Det. Raschke also testified that police 
found eight balls of cocaine in the center

School Board gets report 
on how it could change 
insurance for employees

At Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
Human Resources Director Abdul Madyun 
gave a lengthy report on changes that 
could be made to the health insurance for 
district employees that could benefit both 
the district bottom line and the employees. 

He said the committee isn’t ready to 
come to the board with a recommendation 
since it is still studying the situation. 
Madyun said all the contracts in the district 
have the health care coverage negotiated 
in and there are several different carriers 
involved. 

The best deal for the district and the 
employees seems to be changing from the 
80/20 procedure to the hard cap for health 
care. And, being self insured could be a 
plus, he said. 

Currently the district pays 80% of the 
health care premiums and the employees 
pay 20%. When the district changed to this 
procedure in the past it was a trend. Now, 
however, those still with 80/20 are in the 
minority, he said. 

The hard cap is when the state sets an 
amount, now at $17,892.36, and the district 
can’t exceed that. It goes up 3% a year. 

Madyun said in 1999, it cost the district 
from $7,000 to $8,000 for health insurance 
for a full-time employee. In 2017, it cost 
$20,000. 

He said the district’s insurance carrier for 
teachers was paid $3 million in premiums 
in the 2017-18 school year and had just 
$2 million in claims. He said the carrier 
rewarded the district with $149,401, 5% 
of the carrier’s profit, which Madyun noted 
wasn’t very much. 

He said this study of the district’s insurance 
started when he formed an insurance 
committee to try to be competitive with 
other districts for insurance as well 
as salary. He said the committee has 
representatives of all union and non-union 
groups in the district. 

They studied how the insurance business 
works and the employees voiced their 
various concerns, which was helpful, he 
said. He said the insurance committee does 
not make any decisions, but has discussed 
matters with each bargaining committee. 

He said the current reality is that the 
total yearly premium for an employee 
is $19,398.31, and the district pays 
$15,518.65 and the employee pays 
$3,879.66. 

Madyun pointed out that is higher 
than with the hard cap. He said having 
one different plan for each of the unions 
doesn’t work.

‘Project Pancake’ gets site plan approval for phase 1 on Smith Farm

ACS Michigan will be testing Subaru 
automotive prototypes at its new facility 
on the 75-acre Smith Farm in Denton and 
that’s why it needs a six-foot chain link 
fence on the outside of its 10-foot berms 
with trees on them around the project. 

“We don’t want people snooping around 
with telephoto lenses, sitting on top of 
the berms,” said Jerry Philo, an architect 
working on the automotive research and 
development facility that formerly was 
referred to with the code name “Project 
Pancake” for confidentiality. 

At its Aug. 8 meeting, the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission 
unanimously gave site plan approval for 
phase one of the construction at the former 


Harold Smith Farm at 50015 Michigan 
Avenue. 

Philo said there will be no durability 
testing on the site, but there will be a low- 
speed test area. 

Gary Tressel, senior associate of Hubbell, 
Roth & Clark consulting engineers, said 
they plan a 70,000 square foot, two-story 
building for research and development. 

He said plans for drains have been 
submitted to Wayne County. Tressel said 
the Denton Drain crosses the site. He said 
it was built in 1917 and is not functional 
and mostly collapsed, with water having to 
go uphill to enter the drain. 

“We have requested from the township 
and the county to vacate the drain,” Tressel 
said, adding they will take water in another 
way to the north to join the drain. 


Philo said the project has not been closed 
on. He said that won’t happen until the 
owner knows what will be built on the 


property. 
Ron Akers, VBT Director of Planning 
and Economic Development, said 


this project has been under way in the 
township for more than a year. There 
was the amendment of the Master Plan 
from residential to light industrial for the 
property, then the rezoning with conditions, 
two neighborhood meetings and then the 
development agreement was approved by 
the township board on July 17 so they can 
get in the ground before winter. 

He said the development agreement 
doesn’t waive the standards but moves the 
project along. In exchange they will pay

He said with one version of the hard cap 
and self insurance, the employee would 
have no premium to pay. 

With self insurance, an employee 
would be paid directly for medical and 
prescription claims, rather than through an 
insurance company.

“Self insurance is not gambling,” Madyun 
stressed, explaining the district would 
purchase gap insurance to protect against 
a catastrophic situation. And, the district 
would hire professionals to pay claims so 
there would be no change to the business 
office operations. 

He said they have estimated the district 
could conservatively save $500,000 to 
$600,000 with that model, even with 
paying for the gap insurance and hiring a 
company to run it. 

“We will continue to do our due diligence 
to determine if this is beneficial,’ Madyun 
said. 

He said they are talking to other districts 
that are self insured to find out how it is 
working for them. He said Lincoln Park 
was self insured for 40 years and then 
came out of it because they didn’t have the 
proper gap insurance and had a problem. 
After several years, they went back to self 
insured. Northville and Lake Orion also

are self insured. 

Since several unions are involved in the 
committee, Madyun said those unions are 
encouraged to solicit information from 
their union peers in other districts. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said with self 
insurance there is customer service you can 
get ahold of. 

Madyun said instead of negotiating with 
carriers, the district would regulate what its 
plans look like. 

Board member Susan Featheringill was 
asked if she ever worked for a district that 
was self insured and she said she has and, 
“You have to be careful what you do.” 

“Twenty-six percent is a lot of money,” 
said board secretary Kevin English, 
referring to the amount paid for health 
insurance by one of the unions. 

Featheringill asked when the board will 
discuss a change to hardcap and Supt. 
Kudlak said if they changed to hardcap 
now, one of the unions would have to pay 
60%. He said the self insurance would have 
to be set up first before they can switch to 
hardcap. 

With each union having a different 
insurance carrier, it would have to be 
worked out in negotiations first. 

In other business at Monday’s 41-minute 
meeting, the school board:

about $300,000 in a performance bond to make 
sure the trees are in place for screening. 

Akers said the site plan approval gives the 
township the ability to issue building permits. 
He said because of the scope of the project it 
has been split into two phases. Phase one covers 
the mass grading, building foundation and shell, 
detention basin, berms, and soil erosion. 

Philo said the parking spaces are less than 
those required by the township, but they have 
found the number is more than adequate in their 


other facilities, according to their figures. 

He said they will have a small garage to store 
special vehicles and a small building for tire 
storage. He said actually the building will be 
63,500 square feet, including the mezzanine 
area. There will be 100 employees to begin with 
and this is expected to grow to 150 in the future. 
He said if they need more parking they have lots 
of space to add on spaces. 

When Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked about 
why they needed refrigerated storage at the site, 
Philo explained.

facility at the Van Buren Township location so 
prototypes can be put into cold temperatures 
to test emissions. He said it will be colored to 
match the building. 

Comissioner Jahr also asked about why there 
is no curb on one side of the paved drive on the 
plans and Philo said water will be allowed to 
flow off the parking area into swales and then 
out to the retention pond and eventually to 
Denton Drain. 

Tressel explained that they are having to raise 
the building, “to get it up so we don’t have 
water problems.” 

Tressel said they have an offshore firm that 
wants to locate here and it needs to be in by the 
end of 2019. He said they want to move dirt 
while the weather is still up. 

While McKenna & Associates asked for a 
berm along the railroad tracks at the rear of the 
property, Commissioner Jeff Jahr pointed out 
that township ordinances do not require a berm 
along railroad tracks.
